Tesco ‘still 

committed’ 
to Ely move 


SUPERMARKET giant Tesco 
insists it is still committed to 
building a new store in Ely. 

With the mammoth firm fac¬ 
ing a reported £250 million 
black hole in its accounts and a 
brand new store just a few miles 
away in Chatteris being moth¬ 
balled before it is even open, 
some residents fear Tesco will be 
unable to deliver the new store 
in Ely’s Angel Drove. 

Bryn Woodward, Tesco’s cor¬ 
porate affairs manager for East 
Anglia, insists the decision to 
close the Chatteris store is 
“totally unrelated” to the Ely 
plan - and that they still plan to 
build a new store in the city. 

He said: “We are pleased to 
have received a resolution to 
grant planning permission for a 
new store in Ely and hope to 
receive the consent soon.” 

He said the Chatteris store had 
been mothballed and temporar¬ 
ily boarded up, after the firm 
decided to “slow down” its build 
programme. 

“The decision concerning the 
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store in Chatteris is an unfortu¬ 
nate one but one that is totally 
unrelated to our plans for Ely,” 
he added. 

The Chatteris store cost around 
£22 million to build and it was 
due to open in November; creat¬ 
ing hundreds of jobs. 

Susan Maddox, from Little 
Thetford, said: “There is no way 
Ely is going to get this huge new 
Tesco store. Their new store in 
Chatteris has been boarded up 
just weeks before it was due to 
open so how on earth can they 
then promise to build another 
new one just a few miles down 
the road? 

“The new Tesco in Ely has been 
talked about for years but noth¬ 
ing has ever got off the ground.” 

Rowan Page, of Lynn Road, Ely, 
said: “We keep being promised 
this huge, state-of-the-art new 
Tesco store in Angel Drove but I 
certainly can’t see it happening. 

“People’s shopping habits have 
changed considerably since the 


plans for relocating the current 
store were approved. 

“The reality is that people are 
realising that they are better off 
shopping in stores like Aldi and 
Lidl - both are much cheaper 
than the bigger stores and the 
quality is just as good. 

“Ely has an Aldi store; it’s 
where I shop and it’s always 
busy. I don’t see that there is a 
need for a huge new Tesco in Ely 
at all now, and I think the firm 
will realise that.” 

The plan is to demolish the 
existing Tesco store in Angel 
Drove and build a larger store 
further along the A142. 

Healy Investments Ltd were 
given planning permission, in 
principle, for the Octagon Park 
proposals last November, fol¬ 
lowing more than five years of 
consultation exercises. 

The development also includes 
a new hotel, restaurant, seven 
retail units, including a DIY 
store, and an office/industrial 
scheme - overall creating more 
than 600 new jobs.

THE centenary of the start of 
the First World War was the 
theme of a flower festival in 
Little Thetford.

Paramedic denies 

three counts of sex 
assault on women 


A PARAMEDIC with “a dark 
side” to his character has 
appeared in court accused 
of sexually assaulting three 
women. 

Colin Hakin, 53, of 
Grimshoe Road, Downham 
Market, who was based at 
Ely ambulance station, 
denies three counts of sexu¬ 
al assault which are alleged 
to have taken place between 
2011 and 2012. 

On the first day of his trial 
on Monday, Cambridge 
Crown Court heard Hakin 
pressed his body up against 
the first complainant and 
made “sexual noises” 
between May 4, 2011 and 
March 31, 2012. 

The jury of five women and 
seven men also heard Hakin 
touched a second woman’s 
bottom as she walked 
upstairs between lune 2011 
and September 2012. 

And it is alleged that 
between April and 
September 2012, Hakin 
touched a third woman’s 
breast by putting his hand 
inside her top.

The court also heard Hakin 
targeted a fourth woman 
and subjected her to sexual 
harassment in 2010, asking 
her to have an affair and 
making other sexual com¬ 
ments. 

Opening the trial, prosecu¬ 
tor Anwar Nashashibi said: 
“He is a married man with 
children who’s able to 
impress his employers but 
with a dark side to his char¬ 
acter. 

“He preys on vulnerable 
women and sexually harass¬ 
es and assaults and he did 
that to four women. 

“He had a modus operandi. 
With three of the four 
women he began by talking 
to them about personal 
aspects about their private 
lives and difficulties in rela¬ 
tionships. 

“In each and every case he 
asked them to have an affair 
and would also make 
unwanted, inappropriate 
advances. 


“He would get them to walk 
upstairs and watch their 
bottoms and make com¬ 
ments.” 

Mr Nashashibi said when 
interviewed by police, Hakin 
denied the allegations com¬ 
pletely. 

On Tuesday, one alleged 
victim, who claims Hakin 
cornered her and rubbed 
against her bottom, denied 
she had fabricated her claim. 

Under questioning from 
defence lawyer Caroline 
Allison, she said: “He is clev¬ 
er, manipulative, overpow¬ 
ering. He makes you feel vul¬ 
nerable. 

Ms Allison responded by 
telling the jury the claims 
had been fabricated. 

The court also heard from 
a second woman who 
claimed Hakin had repeat¬ 
edly groped her bottom. 

She claimed to have ini¬ 
tially tried to dismiss his 
advances as “banter” but 
became concerned when the 
defendant continued to 
behave inappropriately. 

The trial continues. 


Council leader puts 
in plans for homes 

OUTBUILDINGS at a dairy farm in Soham 
could be demolished to make way for two new 
homes. 

James Palmer, the leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, has applied 
for planning permission to knock down dairy 
buildings at the rear of his home, in Sand 
Street, and for two detached, two-bedroom 
bungalows to be built in their place. 

The proposals have been submitted to the 
district council and a decision could be made 
withing eight weeks.

‘Fantastic news’ 
over Ely Bypass 


ELY’S Southern Bypass plans 
have been rubber-stamped 
thanks to a decision made by 
MP Eric Pickles. 

Mr Pickles, the Secretary of 
State for Communities and 
Local Government, 

announced last Thursday 
that he would not be having 
the final say on the £30 mil¬ 
lion proposals. 

As a result, planning per¬ 
mission for the bypass has 
been given by Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council. 

The authority’s planning 
committee already unani¬ 
mously approved the scheme 
earlier this month, but per¬ 
mission could not be granted 
for the 1.7km long road - link¬ 
ing Angel Drove to Stuntney 
Causeway - until Mr Pickles 
decided whether he wanted 
to determine the plans him¬ 
self. 

The council received a letter 
on his behalf saying that the 
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decision should be made 
locally, which means the 
committee’s decision stands. 

Cllr Ian Bates, chairman of 
the county council’s econo¬ 
my and environment com¬ 
mittee, said: “This is good 
news for localism and even 
better news for Ely which has 
for years had to put up with 
this congested and accident 
blighted crossing. 

“I would like to thank the 
Secretary of State for listen¬ 
ing to local arguments about 
the importance of this bypass 
and the need for it to be deter¬ 
mined locally.” 

Cllr James Palmer, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “This is fantas¬ 
tic news not just for the peo¬ 
ple of Ely and Soham but for 
businesses across the whole 
of the East of England. 


“By letting local people 
make decisions about local 
issues, Eric Pickles is allow¬ 
ing communities who truly 
understand the problems of 
their area find the solutions. 

“Time is now of the essence, 
with every week that goes by 
the potential cost of the road 
will increase. This is why I 
hope we can get to work on 
the ground as soon as possi¬ 
ble.” 

Work will now start on a 
detailed design ready to 
appoint a contractor to build 
the scheme. 

MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, Sir Jim 
Paice, said: “This is fantastic 
news. We need spades in the 
ground in 2015 to ensure the 
bypass is completed as soon 
as possible. Ely cannot afford 
any more delays.”

THE death of a young 
man from Littleport 
whose body was dis¬ 
covered last week is 
not being treated as 
suspicious, police 
have confirmed. 

The man, named

Fire uncovers 
cannabis haul 


A FIRE inside two garden 
sheds turned into a major 
police operation after can¬ 
nabis plants were discov¬ 
ered growing inside them. 

Firefighters from Ely and 
Newmarket rushed to the 
blaze in Northfield Park, 
Soham, at around 2.50pm on 
Saturday after receiving calls 
that two workshops in a gar¬ 
den had caught light. 

But when they and police 
officers arrived, it was dis¬ 
covered that cannabis was 
being grown inside the work¬ 
shops, the property - and an 
adjoining property. 

While firefighters tackled 
the flames, police arrested 
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two men - one aged 66 and 
one aged 53 - and a 49-year- 
old woman, on suspicion of 
producing cannabis. 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Police said 
that around 100 cannabis 
plants were discovered. 

He said: “We were called to 
reports of a fire at a shed in a 
garden in Northfield Park, 
Soham, shortly after 3pm on 
Saturday. 

“On arrival officers discov¬ 
ered a number of cannabis 
plants in the shed and in the 
house and adjourning prop¬ 


erty.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said one crew 
from Ely and two crews from 
Newmarket attended the 
incident just after 2.50pm. 

She said: “Two workshops 
measuring a total of 20m by 
30m were well alight and 
crews used two jets, three 
hose reels and a hydrant to 
extinguish the fire. 

“Crews returned to their 
stations by 5.15pm. 

“The cause of the fire was 
accidental, by equipment.” 

The three people arrested 
were bailed until December 
5. 


Man injured as car 
overturns at junction 

A MAN suffered injuries to his head and 
neck when his car overturned at a junction 
in Ely. 

Emergency services were called to the sin¬ 
gle vehicle collision in Kings Avenue, at the 
junction with High Barns, just after 8pm on 
Saturday. 

The driver, a man in his 40s, had to be cut 
free from the vehicle by firefighters. 

A spokesman for the East of England 
Ambulance Service said the man was taken 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cambridge, with 
“minor injuries to his head and neck.”

Drink drivers 
banned from 
the wheel by 
magistrates 

TWO men have been banned 
from the wheel after being 
caught drink driving. 

Paul Stimpson, 33, of The 
Row, Sutton, was more than 
three times the legal limit 
when he was stopped by 
police in Station Road, 
Willingham, on August 1. 

He pleaded guilty to drink 
driving at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court. The court 
heard he had 284 milli¬ 
grammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood. The legal 
limit is 80 microgrammes. 

Stimpson was disqualified 
for 40 months and was 
ordered to pay £85 court costs 
and an £80 victim surcharge. 
He was also sentenced to 10 
weeks in prison, suspended 
for 24 months, and was 
ordered to complete 60 hours 
of unpaid community work. 

Robin Deo, 44, of The 
Furrow, Littleport, has also 
been disqualified from driv¬ 
ing. He was more than twice 
the legal limit when he was 
caught in Twenty Pence Road, 
Cottenham, on July 26. 

Deo pleaded guilty to drink 
driving at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court. The 
bench heard he gave a read¬ 
ing of 192 microgrammes of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
blood. He was banned for 20 
months, was fined £110 and 
was ordered to pay £85 court 
costs, a £20 victim surcharge.

Anger as 9/11 
tree vandalised 
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A TREE planted in Ely to 
mark the tragic September 
11 terrorist attacks in New 
York has been vandalised. 

A Liriodendron tree, com¬ 
monly known as a tulip tree, 
was planted on Palace Green 
in 2001 as a symbol of respect 
to the victims of 9/11. 

That tree failed to grow 
properly and a couple of years 
later it was replaced with 
another tulip tree. 

But now that one too is 
going to have to be removed 
- after being deliberately tar¬ 
geted by vandals. 

Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith, 
who helped to plant the tree 
back in 2011, said: “I just find 
it so sad that someone can 
deliberately damage a tree. 

“This tree was a very special 
one and is there in respect of 
all the victims of 9/11, so the 
fact that it has been vandal¬ 
ised is so insulting. 

“The tree is surrounded by 
protective mesh as well so 
whoever did it really did do it 
deliberately.” 

Stephen Bourne, cathedral 
administrator, said: “It is a 
desperately sad reflection on 
modern society that some¬ 
one should have vandalised a 
tree that was planted in com¬ 


memoration of the thou¬ 
sands of innocent people that 
were murdered by terrorists 
in 2001. 

“I hope that on reflection, 
the vandals will feel great 
shame for what they have 
done.” 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council said the tulip tree 
would be replaced. 

He said: “It is very sad that 
an act of vandalism has dam¬ 
aged this tree and stopped it 
reaching its full potential - 
especially given the symbol¬ 
ism of its planting. 

“We are arranging for a 
replacement tulip tree to be 
planted on Palace Green and 


we will take the damaged 
tree down to the Country 
Park where we hope in time it 
will be able to flourish.” 

Cllr Friend-Smith added: 
“It’s great to hear that a 
replacement tree will be 
planted. Let’s hope it’s a case 
of third time lucky and that 
the new one can thrive.”

No bread for the 
ducks... please

SIGNS advising people what and 
what not to feed Ely’s ever-controver¬ 
sial waterfowl have been put up. 

The new duck feeding signs have 
been put up in the Riverside area of 
the city in a bid to stop residents feed¬ 
ing them bread and similar products 
- and to try to keep the birds on the 
water. 

In 2012, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council hit the headlines 
after Ely News revealed people caught 
feeding waterfowl outside a designat¬ 
ed area in Waterside could be fined up 
to £2,500. 

The ban was slammed by residents, 
with people insisting they should be 
able to feed the birds where they wish. 

Now residents and tourists are being 
encouraged to feed the birds grain or 
waterfowl pellets, which can be 
bought from local pet shops - and to 
feed them on the water instead of on 
the land. 



THINK TWICE: Before feeding ducks. 


The signs, which are headed ‘A 
healthy duck is a happy duck’, say: “To 
help keep our wildfowl population 
healthy and happy, please do not feed 
them bread and other unsuitable 
food. Let them forage for weeds and 


other natural food available to them 
along the bank and in the river. 

“If you do want to give them a treat 
we don’t want them getting fat so get a 
small quantity of floating duck pellets 
or grain from a pet shop and bring it 
down to the river. 

“Although people are well-meaning 
by feeding the waterfowl with human 
food, it is harmful to them.” 

The signs have been erected as part 
of the council’s plan to breathe new 
life into the Riverside area. 

Over the last few months, the ‘no 
cycling’ signs have been removed and 
work is about to get under way on 
installing solar lighting along the 
Riverside path to make it easier and 
safer for pedestrians to use at night. 

The Lavender Green footpath will 
also soon be widened and mooring 
areas will be improved.

Dentists 
to open 
in store

PLANS to open a dental surgery inside Ely’s 
Sainsbury’s store have been approved. 

The supermarket giant applied for planning 
permission to create a 126 square-metre 
dental surgery inside the store, in Lisle Lane, 
in luly. 

The proposals have now been approved by 
East Cambridgeshire District Council - 
despite concerns that the surgery could have 
a detrimental impact on other dental prac¬ 
tices in the city. 

In a statement to the council, Helen 
McManus, a planning specialist who works 
for Indigo, said: “It will have one dental chair 
employing a dentist and dental nurse. 

“It will not be of such a scale that it will 
cause harm to the vitality and viability of the 
town centre.

“It will have an ancillary but complimen¬ 
tary function to the main retail use, provid¬ 
ing an additional service for Sainsbury’s 
customers before or after they do their shop¬ 
ping.” 

The surgery will open from 10am-6pm on 
Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays and Fridays, 
from 10am-8pm on Wednesdays, 9am-6pm 
on Saturdays and llam-4pm on Sundays. 

Ely’s Sainsbury’s store is the sixth in the 
country to boast a dental practice.

WORK on creating a new cycleway 
between the villages of Witcham 
Toll and Wentworth has started. 

Cyclists and campaigners, 
including the Ely Cycling 
Campaign, have been calling for 
missing sections of the cycle path 
between the two villages to be 
completed for some time, and now 
Cambridgeshire County Council is 
funding the work. 

A cycleway linking Witchford 
with Ely is already in place so the 
new route will finally allow cyclists 
in the Mepal and Sutton area to 
cycle into Ely. 

Andy Shaw, chairman of the Ely 
Cycling Campaign, said: “We’re 
very happy that building the sec¬ 
tion of cycle route between 
Witcham and Wentworth is under 
way. 

“The new section will be a wide 
cycle route along the A142, sepa¬ 
rate from the traffic, similar to the 
section between Lancaster Way 
and the BP roundabout. 

“The new route will give the resi¬ 
dents of Sutton and Mepal a rela-

tively safe cycle route to Witchford 
and Ely. It will allow children from 
Sutton and Mepal to cycle to 
Witchford Village College and peo¬ 
ple in Sutton and Mepal to ride 
into Ely for work, to commute to 
the station, to shop, go out and so 
on.

Former Bishop 
of Ely dies, 
aged 75 

A FORMER Bishop of Ely has died, 
aged 75. 

The Rt Rev Stephen Sykes 
passed away last Wednesday and 
leaves behind his wife, Joy, and 
children Juliet, Joanna and Richard. 

Bishop Stephen was consecrated 
as the 67th Bishop of Ely on May 2, 
1990 and served in that role for 
nine years. He was also awarded 
the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Divinity by the University of 
Cambridge. 

The current Bishop of Ely, the Rt 
Rev Stephen Conway, said: “I came 
to know Bishop Stephen and Joy 
when they returned to Durham in 
1999. 

“When I moved to the Cathedral 
Close as Archdeacon of Durham in 
2002, they were near neighbours 
and members of the cathedral 
congregation. 

“We all benefited from Bishop 
Stephen’s theological expertise and 
lively mind, and had hoped that 
retirement would give him time to 
write, travel and walk. He bore 
physical limitation with great 
dignity and never lost his interest in 
people.” 

The funeral will take place in 
Durham on a date yet to be 
announced and he will be buried at 
the Arbory Trust woodland burial 
site in Cambridge. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Justin Welby, said “Bishop 
Stephen’s whole life was dedicated 
to serving God and his church. The 
Church of England is deeply 
indebted to his ministry.”

Ely’s hanging 
basket heroes 


DID you recognise or com¬ 
ment on how bright and col¬ 
ourful Ely’s floral displays 
were this year? 

Well, Ken and Linda Ellis are 
the people to thank. 

The couple, of Chapel Street, 
are contracted by the City of 
Ely Council to supply and 
look after the city’s hanging 
basket and planter displays - 
a job they have been doing for 
two years now. 

It’s a job which sees the cou¬ 
ple, who run ‘Simply 
Gardening of Ely’, getting up 
some mornings as early as 
4am to look after the city’s 
112 hanging baskets (and 
that’s without counting the 
troughs and tiered planters). 

But it’s a job they love, a job 
they take pride in - and cer¬ 
tainly one they go above and 
beyond their duty to do prop¬ 
erly. 

Ken said: “It’s a big job but 
we love doing it. We both gain 
much pleasure in gardening, 
hence our business, and it 
gives us a lot of satisfaction to 
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see Ely looking so colourful. 

“We think that the more 
hanging baskets and planters 
there are in the city during 
the summer - and the bright¬ 
er they can be - the better it 
makes everyone feel. It makes 
Ely feel upbeat.” 

The couple are responsible 
for purchasing all the plants, 
growing them on, creating 
the displays and then nurtur¬ 
ing them throughout the 
summer months. 

Ken said: “We bought 
around 2,500 plants this year. 
They all come as tiny plugs 
from Delamore nurseries in 
Wisbech. 

“We then grow them all on 
in heated polytunnels, plant 
all the hanging baskets and 
planters, obviously arrange 
them throughout the city 
centre and then plant and 
feed them throughout the 
summer. 

“It’s a job which sees us hav¬ 


ing to get up early in the 
morning and climbing up 
and down a ladder a lot, but 
it’s good fun and we meet a lot 
of nice people. 

“This year’s theme was 
pinks, mauves and silvers; 
and we had a lot of positive 
feedback. We think the dis¬ 
plays looked the best they’ve 
looked for a long time. 

“But we started to take the 
baskets down at the weekend 
and we’ll now be starting to 
plan next year’s displays. 

“We’re going for a blue, 
salmon and yellow colour 
theme for next year, and we’ll 
start to buy the plants in the 
next few weeks, ready to take 
delivery of them in March. It’s 
an exciting process and you 
certainly have to plan ahead. 

“We’ve been doing it for two 
years now and we learn 
things every year, which is 
great as we want to make the 
displays brighter and more 
striking every year.”

£5 million from Central

As a result, the district’s 
recycling rate has 
increased from 34 per cent 
in 2012/13 to 46 per cent in 
2013/14. 

The council says current 
recycling rates for 2014/15 
predict a recycling rate of 
54 per cent, which would 
take the authority from the 
bottom quarter to the top 
quarter of English councils 
for recycling performance 
within two years. 

Cllr Anna Bailey, who 
chairs the council’s regula¬ 
tory and support services 
committee, said: “It’s real¬ 
ly encouraging that the 


hard work and success of 
our waste and recycling 
service has been recog¬ 
nised at a national level. 

“We have seen such a dra¬ 
matic increase in our recy¬ 
cling levels in such a short 
time which is down to the 
easy to use system we have 
in place and the efforts of 
our residents who have 
embraced the new service 
with such enthusiasm. 

“We should all be very 
proud of making such 
rapid progress in such a 
short period of time.”

MP Paice votes in favour of airstrikes against ISIL 


MP Sir Jim Paice has 
welcomed the House of 
Commons vote in favour of 
British involvement in 
airstrikes against ISIL. 

Parliament voted 
overwhelmingly on Friday to 
authorise air strikes in Iraq at 
the request of the Iraqi 
Government. 

524 MPs, including Mr Paice, 


South East Cambridgeshire’s 
MP, voted in favour, with 43 
MPs against. Speaking in the 
debate, Mr Paice voiced 
support for the coalition of 
nations set to take part in 
airstrikes, including Saudi 
Arabia, the Gulf States and 
others. 

He said: “We must address 
the financial issue. It is all very 


well saying that countries 
should stop buying the oil, but 
somehow there are financial 
institutions and mechanisms 
that are turning the oil into the 
flow of cash that is buying 
weapons for ISIL. 

“I hope pressure can be 
brought to deal with these 
financial institutions. 

“I am a firm believer that we 


should always retain some 
element of surprise. If you will 
the end, you need to will the 
means. 

“I do not want to see British 
troops on the ground, and I 
entirely agree that it is down to 
the Iraqi army and Peshmerga 
to be the troops on the ground. 

“Nevertheless, I am not sure 
it is wise to rule it out.”

TO look at Beverley Spicer, you wouldn't think 
for one minute she has anything wrong with 
her. 

But underneath that beaming smile is a lady, 
for whom the simplest of tasks, such as cook¬ 
ing, showering or getting dressed, are so 
exhausting that they have to be done sitting 
down. 

Beverley, 65, from Soham, has Primary 
Orthostatic Tremor (POT) - a very rare degen¬ 
erative neurological condition first diagnosed 
by Dr K. M. Heilman in 1984 and something 
which only a couple of hundred people in the 
UK have. 

Beverley, who lives with her husband, David, 
in Paddock Street, said: “I first noticed that I 
had problems standing still in 2002 when I 
found myself unable to stand at my mother-in- 
law’s funeral. 

“It was a combination of stress and extreme 
anxiety that had brought on this first noticea¬ 
ble shaking, but it was to progress steadily so 
that it affected my work at the College of West 
Anglia and my daily life. 

“By 2005 the tremor was more evident, so I 
went to see my doctor. 

“I had undergone major spinal surgery in 
1999 - the result of a road traffic accident in 
1996, and I could only imagine that I may have 
a trapped nerve in my back.” 

Beverley was referred to the University 
College of London Hospital for tests, and it was 
there that a neurologist immediately diag¬ 
nosed her with POT. 

The condition is generally on a ratio of 75 per 
cent women to 25 per cent men, and the onset 
age is around 64 years. 

But many patients are misdiagnosed with 
Multiple Sclerosis or Parkinson’s Disease, 
which is something Beverley and her husband 
are passionate in raising awareness about. 

Beverley, who has two daughters, one step¬ 
son and seven grandchildren, said: “Our quest 
is to enable neurologists to research POT and 
search for a cure. 

“It is important to all the sufferers as we are 
so few and yet still growing in numbers. 

“We need to raise awareness among doctors 


and neurologists, so that people are no longer 
misdiagnosed in the UK.” 

Beverley uses a rollator - a four wheeled 
walking frame with a seat - when she is out 
and about, but even everyday tasks at home 
have to be done sitting down as they are so 
exhausting. 

She said: “I feel fortunate that I still have 
some mobility but this is a degenerative condi¬ 
tion that I have had for 12 years, and we have 
moved from a house into a bungalow as I find 
stairs difficult now. 

“In my experience the onset of POT begins 
with the least cause, for example, waiting to 


cross the road, or getting across a busy car 
park. 

“At first I experience definite unsteadiness, 
the feelings of imbalance, and then trembling 
in my lower limbs. My toes curl under to grip 
the ground and my body tenses. 

“My legs become heavy and I feel an urgent 
need to sit within a few seconds of standing 
still. 

“The symptoms rapidly disappear on walk¬ 
ing again, though once my legs start to feel 
heavy, stepping forward is then an effort, and 
the feeling that I could fall (a symptom of POT) 
makes it more difficult to take that first step 


again. 

“I treat everyday of my mobility as precious 
for as long as it lasts.” 

Beverley and David are dedicated to raising 
funds for the National Tremor Foundation, 
which in turn funds research into POT. 

On Saturday, October 4, a murder mystery 
night is being held at The Anchor public house 
in Little Downham to raise funds. 

The event starts at 7.30pm and tickets are £35 
each, which includes a three-course meal.

A PROJECT celebrating the 
history and beauty of Ely’s 
precious open spaces has 
been hailed a “remarkable 
success”. 

It was last year that Ely 
Wildspace, an action group 
dedicated to protecting the 
city’s beauty spots, secured 
money from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) to run a 
new oral history project 
called ‘Memories of Ely Pits 
and Meadows’. 

The aim of the project was 
to capture the memories of 
local people in order to create 
an interactive tour of the 
area, commonly known as 
Roswell Pits and Ely Common 
- bringing to life its history 
and its relationship to the 
local community. 

The area, formally known as 
Ely Pits and Meadows SSSI, 
has been recognised nation¬ 
ally as a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI) for 
its fossil record and its impor¬ 
tance to wildlife. 

Over the last year, many 
people have shared their

memories, stories and photo¬ 
graphs of the areas they love, 
yet which are by some, per¬ 
haps, taken for granted. 

Liz Hunter, who has co¬ 
ordinated the project, said: 
“Local people have generous¬ 
ly shared their memories and 
stories with us; stories of 
childhood, wartime, natural 
disasters, wildlife and work¬ 
ing in the area. 

“We have been surprised 
and delighted - there are 
some sad stories but much 
that is life enhancing. We are 
grateful to everyone who has 
helped to make the project a 
remarkable success. 

“We have put audio clips of 
these memories together with 
a narrator in a podcast to tell 
the story of this well-loved 
area of Ely. The website will 
tell the longer story and will 
have each interview in full 
plus all the photographs. 

“They will enrich people’s 
understanding of how the 


area was shaped and used 
and provide another way to 
enjoy the Roswell Pits and 
Meadows Site of Special 
Scientific Interest.” 

Among the stories shared 
are those of the heroic work 
during the 1947 floods when 
local men, the army and pris¬ 
oners of war battled to save 
the Fens. 

The area has a rich history 
of employment associated 
with the drainage of the Fens, 
with farming and with fish¬ 
ing for eels. 

Roswell Pits has long been 
enjoyed by nature lovers, and 
photographs and stories 
shared echo the pleasure that 
wildlife gives them - and how 
grateful they are to have such 
an abundance on their door¬ 
steps. 

The results of the project 
were launched to people on 
Ely Market on Saturday.

No, not the photo! Although some 
may disagree. 

I’ve never quite been able to understand 
how what was historically a time to 
honour saints became a time now 
more associated with nasty shocks and 
surprises. 

As 31 October approaches, so does 
the deadline for the filing of 2014 self- 
assessment tax returns in paper form. 
These must be with HMRC by that 
date. For most people, electronic filing 
is the preferred route nowadays and 
this option does carry a later filing date 
- 31 January 2015. So a bit of breathing 
space for some, but there are earlier 
deadlines to think about. 

A lesser known deadline is 
30 December. If you want to pay any 
tax you owe via PAYE, rather than 
in a lump sum, you must file your 
tax return by that date. Lump sum 
payment is the only choice thereafter. 

If you need to file a tax return for the 
first time, perhaps because you have 
a new source of income, you face 
another deadline - 5 October 2014. 
That deadline will be upon us by the 
time you read this article. 

If you don’t comply with your 
obligations, HMRC will punish you. 
If you’re late with your tax return, the 
penalty regime is harsh, starting with 
a penalty of £100. After 3 months, the 
penalties rack up at the rate of £10 per 
day. After 6 months they get worse 
and it soon becomes your very own 
horror story.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



LJ Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

CJ Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

LI Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

LI Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

LI Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date.

If you are moving a 
freezer and its contents, turn it up to maximum 
for a couple of days before you move.

LI Snack box - pack a box for the kitchen to 
include essentials like tea, coffee and sugar, as 
well as the kettle and mugs!

LI Outdoor items - make sure that these are 
stacked together and ready to be moved. 

Q Mobile - place your mobile on charge the night 
before moving and ensure that all relevant 
people have your number.

INCREDIBLE: The Peugeot 208 Hybrid Air 


FANCY a car that runs on thin 
air? We all would, and Peugeot 
is almost ready to turn it from 
science-fiction to science- 
fact. 

The firm is ready to actually 
demonstrate its Hybrid Air 
technology, where a 208 
supermini runs partly on pet¬ 
rol and partly on compressed 
air, resulting in astonishing 
fuel economy figures topping 
140mpg. 

A compressed air tank 
beneath the boot stores ener¬ 
gy, while clever engine man¬ 
agement swaps between pet¬ 
rol and air to achieve maxi¬ 
mum efficiency. At times, par¬ 
ticularly in urban environ¬ 
ments, the engine can run on 
air alone. At these times, there 
are no C02 emissions and no 
fuel is consumed. 

The driver can also select a 
driving mode that forces the 


car to use air as much as pos¬ 
sible. The compressed air tank 
can be recharged in as little as 
10 seconds either through 
deceleration or direct pump¬ 
ing from the engine. 

The complex nature of the 
drivetrain means that it’s only 
available in automatic guise, 
but Peugeot says that’s better 
for efficiency anyway. 

A weight-cutting spree 
including using expensive 
composite materials wherever 
possible has reduced the pro¬ 
totype 208’s weight to just 
860kg. The weight reduction 
makes heavy systems like 
power steering superfluous, 
helping to cut even more bulk 
from the finished product. 

The Paris Motor Show opens 
on October 4, running until 
October 19. The impact of the 
Hybrid Air system is likely to 
last much longer.

THE Volkswagen Group continued 
its dominance of The Caravan 
Club’s prestigious Towcar of the 
Year competition by lifting the tro¬ 
phy for a seventh consecutive year. 

The competition’s 39 entries were 
split into six price classes and two 
weight categories, ranging from 
the Dacia Logan MCV LaureatedCi 
at just £12,114 to the all-singing, 
all-dancing Land Rover Discovery 
HSE Luxury 3.0 SDV6 at a shade 
over £60,000. The diverse entry list 
included small 4x4s, saloons, 
estates, hatchbacks, SUVs, large 
off-roaders and an electric/petrol 
hybrid. 

Each towcar endured the same 
gruelling series of trials - not only 
being judged on its towing perfor¬ 
mance over a testing circuit at the 
Millbook Proving Ground in 
Bedfordshire, but also for its ‘cara- 
vanability’ - ie how much typical 
holiday gear and caravan para¬ 
phernalia it could accommodate, 
how easily it could be hooked up to

a caravan and the quality of towing 
information contained in its hand¬ 
book.

Seven driving judges put the cars 
through their paces and evaluated 
each one’s dynamic abilities and 
ergonomic qualities. Tests includ¬ 
ed a mid-range 30-60mph acceler¬ 
ation assessment, high-speed tow¬ 
ing appraisal, reversing, emergen¬ 
cy braking, ride and handling eval¬ 
uations as well as hill-stop and 
restart trials. 

Price Class wins in the competi¬ 
tion went to: the Liat Panda 4x4 1.3 
Multijet; Peugeot 308 SW PureTech 
1.2 e-THP stop-start; SEAT Leon ST 
FR 2.0 TDI; Volkswagen Golf SV GT 
2.0TDI DSG; Volvo XC60 D5 AWD 
R-Design NAV; and the Land Rover 
Discovery HSE Luxury 3.0-litre 
SDV6. 

From these Class winners, the 
SEAT Leon ST forged ahead to take 
the overall victory, earning com¬ 
ments such as, “the SEAT’S engine 
kept its torquey feel and produced 
punch whenever and wherever it 
was required”, and “even at 
increased speeds, it remained 
unruffled and composed”. 

All-Wheel Drive vehicles compet¬ 
ed in two additional categories - 
‘All-Wheel Drive Under 1,800kg’ 
and ‘All-Wheel Drive Over 1,800kg’. 
First place in the lighter category 
went to the Volvo XC60 D5 AWD 
R-Design NAV, while the Land 
Rover Discovery HSE Luxury 3.0 


litre SDV6 took the honours in the 
heavier group. 

The results of the competition 
were announced at The Caravan 
Club Towcar of the Year Awards 


ceremony, held at the Royal 
Automobile Club in London on 24 
September. 

For the 2015 competition, the 
Judges’ Special Award went to the 


Mitsubishi Outlander GX4hs 2.0 
PHEV - the PHEV hybrid’s innova¬ 
tive electric/petrol technology was 
assessed shoulder to shoulder 
against more traditional vehicles.

WITH cars being the 
most hi-tech ever, why 
are there still so many 
design flaws, asks Matt 
Kimberley? 

Spend five minutes 
talking to someone who 
designs or engineers new 
cars and you’ll be left in 
no doubt how much 
money companies spend 
on getting everything 
‘just so’. 

So why is it that some 
of the most blatantly 
obvious and/or annoying 
problems with cars are 
still being ignored? 

I’m talking about the 
things you don’t usually 
get the chance to 
discover on a typical 
local test drive. Like why 
the fold-down sun visor 
doesn’t stretch all the 
way to the A-pillar, 
leaving that infuriating 
gap that seems to draw 
the sun to itself like a 
magnet pulling a ball 
bearing. 

Then there’s rain 
testing. Don’t car makers 
ever test their cars in the 
wet? Don’t they open the 
boot and discover how 
rain droplets cascade like 
the former contents of a 
recently burst water 
balloon onto your 
shopping? 

There are cars that 
have space-saver spare 
wheels and small boots, 
meaning that once you’ve 
removed your full-size 
standard wheel and tyre, 
you’ve got nowhere to 
put it while you drive to 
the garage. What are you 


supposed to do? Leave it 
by the roadside? Roll it 
off down the street? 

Not forgetting alloy 
wheels with more spokes 
than the London Eye. It’s 
partly the owners’ fault 
for buying cars with 
these idiot hoops fitted, 
but did the designer not 
think about how many 
Sundays - and knuckles 
- he’d be ruining by 
penning wheels that are 
so damn difficult to 
clean? 

Enough ranting: I have 
a simple solution. 

Ordinary people should 
be employed on a 
rotating basis to test cars 
in their developmental 
stages. They’d discover 
all sorts of things that the 
designers had missed, 
like how the exposed 
metal boot release button 
on Dacias will rust like an 
old Alfa Romeo after 
being exposed to enough 
salty winter roads. 

We normal folks with 
our curious lives have a 
way of rooting out all the 
flaws in a car, most of 
which nobody at the 
factory ever thought of. 
This is, surely, a priceless 
insight for making future 
models better, so let’s get 
some of the jobless 
contingent into car 
factories across the globe 
to see if they can make 
designers look stupid. 

That’s job creation and 
improved convenience:
